To 1970 


Three plans for the development 
of enough schools to meet popula- 
tion estimates by 1970 were un@ 
folded to the School Committee 
Tuesday night by Architect Frank 
Crimp. 

They boiled down toa suggestion 
that the Committee study the con- 
struction of a large senior high 
school, one junior high, plus one 
or two elementary schools. 

The plans are all tentative, with 
many suggestions and changes to 
be incorporated, 

The price tag on the three plans 
ranges from $4,500,000 to $4,800,- 
000 up to $5,700,000, according to 
rule-of-thumb estimates, 

Investigation is continuing, with 
the School Committee also wishing 
to examine shorter-range goals 
to determine feasibility and prices. 

Mr. Crimp presented these three 
plans for discussion, all based on 
projected school population pre= 
pared locally by the committee 
headed by Louis Wa rlick: 

Plan A - New high school by 
1966, for 1,200; one-half of pre- 
sent Junior High used for elemen~ 
tary purposes; present high school 
used for junior high; in 1967, situa- 
tion static; 1968, 600-pupil 
elementary school needed; ele- 
mentary grades to leave junior 
high building and that half of struc- 
ture to be renovated; by 1969, part 
of present junior high is again

‘*Historical Sketches of Andover"’, 
says on page 39 that Pomp Love- 
joy had his cabin near Pomp's 
Pond and there he made election 
cake and root beer, whichhe served 
to the voters on town meeting days, 
And on page 43 she says **Pompey 
Lovejoy had been a servant of Capt, 
William Lovejoy. He was the same 
for whom Pomp’s Pond was 
named’’, 

Miss Bailey (1834-1896), a life- 
long resident of Andover, wrote 
her history in 1880, It would seem 
that if the Pond had really been 
named for Pomp Jackson, she 
would have been aware of the fact. 
This was only 58 years after his 
death, At that time there must have 
been hundreds of people around 
here who remembered Pompey 
Lovejoy and many of them would 
have remembered the other Pomp 
also, if he had lived in Andover, 

The only clue I have found that 
Pomp Jackson may, at one time, 
have lived in our town is the un- 
documented statement in Jackson's 
history. Neither he nor any of his 
children are recorded in the birth, 
marriage and death records of 
Andover, through 1849, The U, S, 
Census of 1790, recording only 
heads of families, does not mention 
him in the Massachusetts returns, 
although Pompey Lovejoy is re= 
corded as the head of a household 
of three colored persons in An- 
dover. I have failed to find any 
original record that Pomp Jack- 
son was ever in Andover; but of 
Pomp Lovejoy we have at least 
four - his military record, his 
gravestone record, the 1790 census 
record, the manumission clause 
in the will of Capt. Lovejoy. 

And so, until evidence to the 
contrary is found, I hold that the 
people of Andover are justified in 
believing that the pond was named 
for Pomp Lovejoy. 

Pomp and his wife, Rose, both 
died in 1826, Pomp being 102 
and Rose 98, They are buried in the 
cemetery of the South Church, their 
lot being the fourth on the left of 
the path which begins at the School 
st, entrance, On Pomp’s grave~ 
stone, black with age, there is this 
inscription: ‘‘Pomp Lovejoy, born

In these days of constant 
changes, so many of them harmful 
or unnecessary, it is nice to know 
that the iconoclasts haye never 
tried to change the name of An- 
dover’s ancient kettle hole, And 
the name of our kindly old Negro 
townsman, Pompey Lovejoy,

We Share Their Feeling 


Residents of Fleming ave., and its immediate area, are 
upset — and we believe rightly so — over the prospects of 
their street being used to enter the proposed Raytheon 
parking lot in the Champy industrial zone. 

Town meeting zoned this large area for industrial 
purposes — but tacked on an amendment stating that the 
town streets can not be used as entrances. This amend- 
ment has since been dropped off the by-laws — we under- 
stand by accident, rather than design. 

Thus it appears to have been the will of the voters that 
Fleming ave. not be used, except for an emergency 
entrance in case of fire or other equally serious occur- 
ances. 

We share the residents’ concern that this amendment is 
being overlooked. 

On another side of the picture, however, is the fact that 
the same town meeting did zone the area for industry. 
Thus the residents shouldn’t feel that something new has 
been brought into the picture — the voters intended that 
the land be utilized, as long as Fleming ave. did not 
become a major access road. It appears to us that any 
present plans to open up the area for industry are not 
arguable — this use was established by the voters some 
years ago. 

The answer, as we see it, 
into the industrial area which does not tie onto Fleming 
ave., or to erect suitable barriers at the present end of 
the avenue, to assure residents that it will not be used 
by industrial employees. To do otherwise makes a 
mockery of town meeting action and could make the resi-

dents’ plight a serious one indeed. 


Precedent vs Sympathy 


We call your attention to a ‘‘letter to the editor’ in this 
issue, which states, clearly and candidly, the feelings of 
a resident of Rolling Ridge rd., regarding the conditions 
of the street and the possibilities of acceptance. 

The plight of these residents is not of their making; 
everything possible should be done to help them. 

Yet the town as a whole might become the victim of a 
bad precedent, if taxpayers’ money is used to fix up the 
street, for future acceptance. We gan think of many private 
ways, some in much worse condition, that might have to 
be repaired if this specific street is done. 

The town, on the other hand, should exert every in- 
fluence on the contractor to finish up what he started; it 
seems to us that he should fix the road, even though it 
was once properly done. For Atty. James Eaton III points 
out that the contractor’s job included putting in bounds 
and fixing the shoulders, and the absence of this work 
caused the delay in acceptance, and resulted in the 
street breaking up. Thus the moral responsibility can be 
traced back to the developer. 

Unfortunately, calling a bond is a difficult procedure at 
best; it is no where near as simple as it is made to sound. 
Although this may be the ultimate answer to the problem, 
it could be a long and arduous process, full of legal 
complexities for the town. 


No Savings To Town? 


Considerable confusion and mis-understanding exists 
over the two percent budget reduction voted at town 


meeting. ‘ 


Although the voters clearly left the specifics up to 
Town Manager Thomas E. Duff, some of the persons 
attending apparently have an impression that salaries 
are to be cut. 

This is one of the troubles with a blanket-type reduc- 
tion — it leaves erroneous impressions in the minds of 
those attending the meeting; it also leads to a fear that 
the reductions somehow have been avoided, at least as 
far as the intent of the meeting is concerned. 

It is assumed widely that about $70,000 is returned to 
free cash each year, from the departmental budgets. A cut 
of two percent, or about $42,000, would presumably reduce 
this year-end return to around $30,000. 

But it is equally possible that all of the appropriated 
funds will be expended — leaving virtually nothing to go 
back into free cash. 

If this happens, there will be no actual savings at all, 
even though the required reduction was carried out. 

Budgets that have been studied carefully by the Finance 
Committee, Selectmen, and manager, usually are tight.
